Now universally known os 
“hodyeline bowling,” the’ leg- 
theory attack ented the bitterest 
conttoversy in cricket history. 
It roused Austtolian ppectatora 
fo near frenzy, and severely 
tested Anglo - Ausfallon re- 
Iutions. 

It nolso ruined the career of 
that bfilltant, cricketer, Huatold 
“Little Lol” Larwood, the llon- 
héarted cx-miner of Notting-

England's greatest fast bowler. 

Larwood was England's 
natural cholee to carry out the 
leg-theory attack, devised to 
check the heavy scoring of Aus- 


trallan’ batsmen Jn general, and 
of Don Bradman, in paticular, 
And that mide “him his own 
executioner.
